Opening 

1. Case officer C__ _Z1 mot flront Orallspice 1 at 1100 hours

2. Agent submitted his weekly behavior reports. Agent was briefly cross- 
examined on them and they seemed to be pretty much in order.

Therefore 

agent said that Fred in Vienna f' had some letter forms with 

the Lindox Company letterhead and thought that these would suffice for the 
Fr eradenver kehrs a rat . Case officer said he would try to get some of these letters 

as soon as possible.

6. Agent gave a book to case officer which he asked to be sent to CL.

9. Agent submitted a bill for 305 schillings as payment for the installa- 
tion of the telephone. 

Close of Meeting ; 

10. The meeting ended at 1215 hours. It was agreed to meet again on 
23 July 1953 *t 1600 hours in front of the Hotel Meran* 

Case Officer Coaroentc: 

11. Agent's morale seemed to be on the up-sweep again although he hasn't 
forgotten the reproach he received for running around with the 16-year old girl. 
It is not intended that spent be excused or reprieved from this reproach. The 
meeting was held in a very cordial and amiable air. However, the feeling was 
present that case officer didn't fully trust agent and agent was not fully 
satisfied with his present lot.
